DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Claims 

1 . This action is in response to the preliminary amendment filed on February 1 3, 
2006. Claims 1-44 are pending. Claims 42-44 are added. Claims 1, 22-23, 31-37 and 
39-41 are amended. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

I. Claims 1-21, disclose multi-layered a payment system with user 
authentication; 

II. Claims 22-41 and 43, disclose web banking; 

III. Claim 42, discloses generating electronic bill and payment confirmation. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic. 

5. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim
